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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Denbighshire  Education  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
School  Health  Service  for  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1947. 

During  the  year;  8703  pupils  attending  maintained  Primary 
and  Secondary  Schools  were  medically  examined.  In  addit- 
ion 222  were  examined  as  special  cases  and  there  were  348 
children  re-inspected,  these  being  children  previously  examined 
and  found  to  sutler  from  some  defect  or  other. 

The  surgical  treatment  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  was  under- 
taken by  Mr.  Courtenay  Yorke,  F.R.C.S.,  and  the  service  con- 
tinues to  give  every;  satisfaction.  In  future  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  arrangements  where-everl  possible  for  the  operations  to 
be  carried  out  in  the  hospitals,  as  children  have  to  be  detained 
3 nights,  that  is,  one  night  before  the  day  of  operation  and 
two  nights  after  operation.  Owing  to  accommodation  and 
staff  difficulties  it  will  not  be  possible  to  undertake  the 
operations  at  the  County  'Clinics. 

The  Orthopaedic  clinics  are  well  attended  and  the  service 
is  much  appreciated.  282  pupils  were  admitted  on  to  the  reg- 
ister during  the  year  and  the  total  attendance  numbered  1782. 

Details  of  the  work  done  during  the|  year  is  given  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 

In  conclusion  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
County  Health  Staff,  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  clerical  for 
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their  loyal  and  efficient  service  and  also  I have  to  thank  the 
Director  of  Education,  members  of  his  staff  and  the  teacher 
in  the  schools  of  the  County  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

DENTAL  SERVICE. 

1 he  Senior  Dental  Officer  reports  as  follows : — 

During  the  year  1947,  9,695  children  were  inspected, 
6,135  were  found  to  require  treatment,  and  4,449  received 
treatment. 
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The  number  of  extractions  shows  a decrease  of  1,834  com- 
pared with  1946,  the  figures!  being  8,298  in  1947  and)  10,132  in 
1946.  There  is  also,  a decrease  of  749  in  the  number  of  gas 
cases,  in  1947  the  figure  being  2,803  against  3552  in  the  previous 
year.  . This  could  be  due  to  a general  improvement  of  the  oral 
conditions  of  the  children.  The  number  of  teeth  filled  has 
increased  slightly,  3,298  for  1946  and  3,470  for  1947. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  teeth  filled  is1  welcome  and 
the  aim  of  a dental  scheme  is  to  ensure  that  as  many  children 
as  possible  leave  school  with  clean,  healthy  mouths  and  in  pos- 
session. of;  as  many  sound  permanent  teeth  a^  possible. 

The  dental  work  has  hitherto  been  conducted  in  temporary 
premises  with  portable  equipment,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  permanent  clinics  will  be  established  in  a number 
of  areas.  Authority  to  purchase  additional  equipment  has 
been  obtained.

''  I beg  to  submit)  my  Annual  Report  for  1947. 

The  main  points  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  work 
done  by  me  in  the  Western  area  are  as  follows  : — 

a)  The  acceptance  rate  was  71.9,  whilst  the  actual  per- 
centage treated  was  69.2.  Both  of  these  figures 
showed  a decline  as  compared  with  last  year,  but  it 
must  be  pointed  out,  as  on  previous  occasions,  that 
where  the  standard  of  dental  fitness  is  high  large  num- 
bers who  would  accept  treatment  if  necessary  are  ex- 
cluded as  they  are  dentally  fit  owing  to  treatment  in 
previous  years,  but  the  persistent  refusers  keep  being 
referred  for  treatment  over  and  over  again. 

(b)  The  work  in  the  schools  was  by  no  means  restricted 
to  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment.  Numerous  talks 
at  various  schools  on  dental  hygiene  were  given,  and 
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the  time  given  to  this  has  been  well  worth  while,  not 
only  for  the  sake  of  what  the  child  learns,  but  be- 
cause the  teacher  who  hears  them  usually  makes  use 
of  the  most  salient  points  and  exploits  them  after  I 
have  left  in  advising  children  and  parents  to  make  use 
of  the  Service. 


(c)  It  has  been  possible  to  make  a start  with  orthodontic 
treatment  during  the  year,  and  with  the  improved  fac- 
ilities now  being  provided  it  is  hoped  that  this  very 
necessary  branch  of  dental  surgery,  as  well  as<  those 
already  established  will  be  extended  and  improved. ”

“ My  work  during  1947  consisted  of  Dental  Inspection  and 
Treatment  of  elementary  school  children  in  East  and  Mid- 
Denbighshire.  The  percentage  rate  of  acceptance  of  treat- 
ment continues  to  be  very  satisfactory,  averaging  78  per  cent 
and,  on  the  whole,  parents  are  becoming  more  appreciative  of 
conservative  dentistry  than  they  use  to  be. 

“ I have  had  excellent  co-operation  from  the  Head 
Teachers,  both  for  getting  consents  for  treatment'  and  for  help- 
ing to  provide  facilities  for  treatment;  often  at  considerable  in- 
convenience to  themselves.  I have  continued  to  do  extractions 
under  general  anaesthesia  as  in  former  years  and  have  to  thank 
my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation  in  this  branch  of  the 
work.”

“During  the  past  12  months  I have  visited  all  the  schools 
in  my  area.  The  consents  to  treatment  are  still  in  the  region 
of  80  per  cent.  This  high  percentage  is  a sure  indication  that 
parents  appreciate  the  dental  service  given  to  their  children. 
I would  like;  to  thank  all  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools  I 
have  visited  for  their  co-operation  and  help,  especially  as  I have 
carried  out  most  of  the  treatment  in  the  schools.”1

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  immunisation  against  diptheria  of  children  under  5 
years  of  age  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Denbighshire  County 
Council  and  the  two  Welfare  Authorities  within  the  County 
Administrative  Area,  viz.,  The  Colwyn  Bay  and  the  Wrexham 
Borough  Councils.  The  duty  of  immunising  children  of  school 
age  falls  on  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities. 


Special  sessions  for  immunisation!  of  children  are  held  reg- 
ularly at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  for  those  un- 
der 5 years  and  at  the  schools  or  School  Clinics  for  older  child- 
ren. i 


The  chief  obstacle  to  the  general  adoption  of  active  im- 
munisation is  thei  mistrust  or  apathy  of  the  parents,  but'  this'i  is 
being  overcome  by  persistent  educational  propaganda. 


There  were  25  notifications  and  one  death  from  diphtheria 
during  the  year  compared  with  38  notifications  and  no  deaths 
in  1946.

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 


Mr.  Courtenay  Yorke,  F.R.C.S.,  Throat  Specialist,  Liv- 
erpool, submits  the  following  report  on  his  work  at  the  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids  Clinics  in  this  County  during  the  year. 


“During  the  past  year  there  were  14  sessions  of  the  Tonsil 
and  Adenoids  Clinic,  including  6 held  at  Wrexham;  4 at  Col- 
wyn  Bay ; 3 at  Llanrwst  and  1 at  Denbigh. 


In  all  268  children  were  examined  and  of  these  144  were 
found,  after  conferring  with  parent  or  guardian,  to  require  op- 
eration. There  was  no  change  in  the  procedure  at  the  Clinics 
All  the  children  were  detained  for  the  night  and  nitrous  ox- 
ide gas  was  the  anaesthetic  used. 

There  were  no  untoward  results  and  the  benefit  to  the 
children  must  have  been  very  considerable  in  most  cases. 

Once  again  I have  to  acknowledge  valuable  assistance  from 
Dr.  Kenrick  Hughes  and  Sister  Williams.”

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1947. 

1f.  *,pe  work  of  the  Clinic  continued  satisfactorily  during 
If47-  The  sessions  were  held  each  Friday,  in  the  morning  for 
diagnosis  and  psychotherapy,  and  in  the  afternoon  for  play- 
group and  treatment  by  the  Psychologist.  A great  improve- 
ment in  the  attendance  was  noticed,  when  in  September  the 
Clinic  was  moved  permanently  to  Grosvenor  Road,  instead  of 
being  held  alternatively  at  Grosvenor  Road  and  Gwersyllt. 
The  number  of  sessions  held  was  rather  lower  than  the  pre- 
vious year  owing  to  the  very  bad  weather  during  the  spring. 
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The  Clinic  staff  remains  the  same  except  that  in  August, 
Dr.  Williams  left  to  take  up  another  appointment  and  Dr. 
Marshall  joined  the  staff  as  Assistant  Psychiatrist.  Miss 
Evelyn  Francis  continues  to  give  her  most  valuable  help  vol- 
untarily as  playroom  assistant.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  REPORT  FOR  DENBIGHSHIRE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  MARCH,  1948. 

Report  by  Miss  A.  D.  Howie  covering  the  period 
to  September  30th,  1947. 

Swimming. — During  the  summer  term  good  use  was  made 
of  the  baths  at  Wrexham  and  Colwyn  Bay  and  the  schools  held 
very  successful  galas  at  the  end  of  the  season.  Good  progress 
was  made  in  the  schools  as  the  weather  was  so  favourable 
throughout  the  summer  term. 
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National  Eisteddfod — The  National  Eisteddfod  was  held 
at  Colwyn  Bay  in  August  and  the  Secondary  Schools  performed 
a ballet  Dido  and  Aeneas  at  the  children’s  concert  on  Tues- 
day evening.  1 All  the  costumes  were  made  at  the  schools  and 
the  git  Is  worked  throughout  the  year  in  their  dancing  lessons 
for  this  production. 

A number  of  schools  and  clubs  entered  for  the  gymnastic 
and  dancing  competitions  and  were  awarded  prizes  in  these  sec- 
tions. 

Flemedial  Work. — Inspections  have  been  carried  out 
regularly  and  a number  of  children  were  allowed  to  discontinue 
treatment. 

Voluntary  Organisations  and  Clubs.— Ballroom  dancing 

classes  were  held  throughout  the  year  for  leaders  of  clubs  and 
teachers. 

A pageant  was  produced  at  Broneirian,  the  Girl  Guide 
Headquarters,  on  the  opening  day  and  Guides  and  Rangers  of 
Denbighshire  took  part  in  the  dancing  and  the  performance. 

1 he  Organiser  helped  to  produce  the  pageant  and  selected 
Guides  to  represent  Wales  at  an  International  Dance  Festival 
in  London. 

The  Organiser  adjudicated  at  the  Urdd  Eisteddfod  at 
Treorchy,  and  at  the  Women’s  Institute  Eisteddfod  in  Den- 
bighshire: 


Report  by  Mr.  Hugh  Williams,  B.A.,  Organiser  of  Physical 
Education,  covering  the  period  September  1st,  1947,  to 

31st  March,  1948. 

The  Organiser  resumed  his  duties  in  September,  1947,  and 
the  first  three  months  were  spent  in,  visits  to  all  the  schools  in 
the  county.  During  the  first  month,  the  co-operation  and  as- 
sistance of  Miss  Howie  was  invaluable.  Classes  were  ob- 
served and  taken  in  all  types  of  schools. 

Primary  Schools.— A progressive  scheme  of  work  based 
on  the  19 jo  syllabus  is  being  carried  out  with  modifications 
tor  one  and  two  teacher  schools.  Until  the  new  syllabus  is 
published  by  the  Ministry  of  Education,  the  schools  are 
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carrying  on  with  the  present  scheme,  which  is  proving  very  sat- 
isfactory. Good  school  yards  are  essential  if  the  scheme  is 
to  be  fully  implemented.  While  nearly  all  the  Council  Schools 
have  well  maintained  yards,  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  N.P. 
Schools.  In  some  schools  (e.g.  Rhosrobin,  Llansannan,  Llan- 
rhaiadr  Y.C.  and  Llansilin)  the  yards  are  dangerous,  and  it  is 
very  difficult  to  hold  P.T.  classes  and  organised  games  on  them 
with  safety. 


Indoor  accommodation  is  limited,  and  although  schools  do 
their  best  with  the  indoor  scheme  of  work,  conditions  are  un- 
favourable. All  schools  have  a daily  period  of  twenty  min- 
utes, plus  half-an-hour’s  games  per  week. 


Modem  Schools. — Conditions  and  staffing  in  the  fourteen 
secondary  modern  schools  vary  greatly.  Portable  apparatus 
is  still  required  in  some  schools,  but  it  is  essential  that  only 
qualified  teachers  should  be  allowed  to!  use  this.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  teachers  will  go  on  summer  courses  this  year  to 
qualify  them  in  apparatus  work,  so  essential  for  the  senior 
pupils  in  this  type  of  school.  . No  playing  fields  are  at  present 
available  at  Brymbo,  Victoria  Modern,  Acrefair,  Rhostyllen, 
Llay,  Brynteg,  Colwyn  Bay  and  Rhos.  These  schools  are 
thus  deprived  not  only  of  games  and  games  practice,  but  ath- 
letic training,  and  are  unable  to  make  full  use  of  the  equipment 
at  their  disposal.  School  Halls  are  used  for  indoor  work 
whenever  possible,  i.e.  provided  that  they  are  not  required  as 
classrooms  for  other  purposes  (or  for  school  dinner^).  Not 
one  Modern  School  has  any  fixed  apparatus.  It  would  be  pos- 
sible to  fix  apparatus  in  some  of  these  halls. 


Grammar  Schools — There  is  no  fully  qualified  male 
teacher  of  physical  education  in  any  of  the  grammar  schools. 
Five  schools  have  gymnasia  : Grove  Park  Girls,  Ruabon,  Col- 
wyn Bay,  Grove  Park  Boys’  (partly  equipped)  and  Abergele 
(to  be  fully  equipped  this  year).  There  are  no  full-time  P.T. 
specialists — the  P.T.  teachers  have  to  teach  one  other  subject  at 
least  and  their  P.  T.  work  is  usually  secondary  to  this-  subject. 


It  is  extremely  difficult  at  the  present  to  obtain  qualified 
teachers  of  physical  education,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the,  near 
future,  the  supply  position  will  improve,  and  that  at  least  in 
the  schools  with  gymnasia,  we  will  have  qualified  teachers. 
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Denbigh,  Dlangollen  and  Llanrwst  have  little  or  no  facil- 
ities for  indoor  work.  Dlangollen  take  classes  in  a corridor, 
while  Llanrwst  can  use  their  hall  only  when  it  is  not  required 
as  a classroom.  It  is  realised!  that  building  difficulties  are 
almost  insurmountable,  but  it  is  felt  that,  especially  at  Dlanrwst, 
some  provision  of  classroom  accommodation  would  ease  the 
position  in  regard  to  the  hall.  Brynhyfryd  School  has  one 
room,  shared  between  boys  and  girls. 


It  is  difficult  to  hold  courses  for  Grammar  Schools  and 
Modern  School  Masters  at  aqy  one  centra  as  the  schools  are 
scatteied,  but  it  is  hoped,  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee, 
to  hold  a residential  course  of  a week’s  duration  during  a holi- 
day period. 


All  the  Grammar  Schools  make  good  use.  of  their  playing 
fields,  and  play  their  games  on  Saturdays. 


Youth  Clubs. — Visits  were  made  to  several  Youth  Clubs, 
talks  and  demonstrations  being  given  on  various  aspects  of 
Physical  Training.  In  conjuction  with  the;  Central  Council  of 
Physical  Recreation,  a course  for  Youth  Leaders  was  organised 
at  Grove  Park  Girls  School  gymnasium  for  six  weeks.  The 
course  proved  quite  successful,  twenty  two  students  enrolling, 
but  attendance  was  not  as  well  maintained  as  had  been  hoped. 
Three  leaders  from  this  course  are  now  taking  various  Clubs  in 
P.T.  and  games. 

A P.'l . contest  for  Youth  has  been  arranged  with  Mr. 
Powell,  the  Youth  Organiser.  This  will  take  place  on  May 
12th,  and  the  preparatory  work  for  this  competition  has  aroused 
much  interest.  The  County  Youth  Athletic  Sports  is  also  well 
in  hand. 


Equipment* — The  cost  of  physical  training  equipment  has 
more  than  trebled  since  1939.  Many  schools  still  require 
equipment,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  deficiency  will  be  remedied 
this  session.  The  Committea  have  doubled  the  grant  for  equip- 
ment to  £600  per  annum,  but  if  heavy  apparatus  has  to  be  pro- 
vided out  of  this  grant  it  will  prove  inadequate  an  ordinary  foot- 
ball costs  33/4d.  and  skipping  ropes,  small  balls,  etc.,  have  in- 
creased proportionately. 
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It  is  hoped  to  improve  some  of  the  equipment  required,  e.g. 
the  schools  already  make  their  own  beanbags  during  the  needle- 
work periods  at  trilling  cost.  They  cost  3/6d.  each  to  buy. 
Several  teachers  have  shown:  initiative  in  the  improvision  of 
equipment,  and  it  is  hoped  to  improve  on  suggestions  already 
made. 


Plimsolls  are  being  provided  for  use  in  the  physical  train- 
ing lesson.  The  Committee  have  purchased.'  4840  pairs  of 
plimsolls  which  are  being  allocated  to  schools  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers  and  needs.  This  will  add  tremendously  to  the 
progress  of  physical  education,  especially  in  the  rural  schools 
where  heavy  footwear  is  normally  worn  by  thei  children. 
Country  Dancing,  Welsh  and  Scandinavian  dances  are  deserv- 
edly popular  in  the  schools,  but  difficult  to  perform  in  hob- 
nailed boots.  The  plimsolls  are  intended  for  communal  use, 
and  instructions  have  been  circulated  about  their  maintenance 
and  disinfection. 


Football. — The  Wrexham  and  District  Leagues,  Senior 
and  Junior,  have  been  functioning  as  usual.  The  standard  of 
play  is  high,  a tribute  to  the!  sound  coaching  of  the  teachers. 
A Ruthin  and  District  Junior  Schools  League  was  formed  this 
season.  The  matches  were  keenly  contested,  and  a successful 
finale  was  a match  between  the  champions  and  the  “ Rest.” 
Rural  schools  competed  against  the  junior  grammar  school 
teams  and  the  experience  has  proved  beneficial  to  both  sides. 
The  Vale  of  Conway  League  includes  several  Denbighshire 
school  teams — Llanrwst  Grammar,  Llanrwst  Modern,  Abergele 
Modern  and  Colwyn  Bay  Modern.  It  is  hoped'  that  by  next 
season,  a truly  representative  Denbighshire  side  can  be  selected 
to  compete  in  the  Schools’  Shield.  The  Organiser  has  served 
on  all  these  Schools  Committees,  and  refereed  various  matches 
throughout  the  County. 

Athletics. — Ten  men  teachers  have  been  nominated  to 
attend  the  Ministry  of  Education’s  Athletics  Course  to  be  held 
at  Caerleon  in  April,  1948. 

A Class  Athletics  Course  for  Denbighshire  teachers  run  by 
the  Organiser  was  held  at  Grove  Park  School  on  Saturday, 
February  28th,  1947.  The  Denbighshire  Secondary  Schools 
A. A. A.  championship  will  be  held  at  the  Barracks,  Wrexham, 
om  Saturday,  May  29th,  1948.  The  Welsh  Schoolboys  Inter- 
Counties  Athletic  competition  is  to  be  held  at  Wrexham  on 
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June  12th,  1948.  This  is  the  first  time  this  national  compet- 
ition has  been  held  outside  South  Wales.  A strong  Committee 
has  been  formed,  and  preparations  are  well  in  "hand,  Mr. 
Sydney  Wooderson,  the  mile  champion,  has  promised  to  attend, 
and  in  addition  to  giving  a demonstration  run,  is  going  to  add- 
ress the  boys. 


A Vale  of  Clwyd  Junior  Schools  Athletic  Association  has 
been  formed,  and  will  hold  its  Sports  Meeting  in  July,  1948. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  has  generously 
presented  a shield  for  annual  competition  between  the  Junior 
Schools. 


General. — The  Or  ganiser  has  served  on  several  football 
and  athletic  committees,  attended  day  courses  at  Birkenhead 
and  Chester  and  meetings  of  the  Welsh  Association  of  Physical 
Education,  and  worked  in  co-operation  with  the  Central  Council 
of  Physical  Recreation.  Physical  Training  classes  for  Cadets 
in  Ruthin  have  been  taken  every  Wednesday  throughout  the 
Winter  months. 


Physical  Education  is  not  remaining  static  any  more  than 
other  aspects  of  education.  The  new  approach  is  more  informal 
—drill  and  regimentation  are  cut  down — and  the  teacher  should 
no  longer  dominate  the  lesson.  The  natural  activities  of  the 
children  should  be  encouraged  and  there  should  be  more  oppor- 
tunities for  free  practices.  The  new  syllabus,  now  iff  course 
of  preparation,  will  not  contain  specific  tables  of  exercise,  as 
in  the  1933  syllabus,  but  will  allow  more  scope  to  the  organ- 
isers and  teachers  to  evolve  their  own  schemes)  of  work — sub- 
ject to  certain  guiding  principles — in  accordance  with  Eocal 
conditions.  It  is  hoped  to  start  teaching  classes  in  the  near 
future  at  various  centres!  throughout  the  county.
